Those who believe that Cuba will be 
formally annexed to the United States 
are becoming more numerous as time 
passes, and it is not believed that the 
United States troops, who will take 
formal possession of the island Decem- 
ber 1. will ever be withdrawn. The Cu 
ban republic, which will receive the for- 
mal sanction and support of this gov- 
ernment, is looked upon as merely i 
make-shift on the road to annexation 
just as the Dole goverument was in Ha 
waii. The Cubans are not fitted for the 
responsibilities of self-government, ant 
it will be years before they can even 
exercise the functions of 
statehood. 


The American troops will preserve order 
and incidentally act as missionaries in 
the amnexation cause, while the large 
increase of Americans and American cap- 
ital expected to rush in after the Span- 
iards leave will create an American in- 
terest which will not be ignored.
